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THE FAR EASTERN TRIPLE 
ALLIANCE, 
PaaS Eee 
“TateRe is-no longer any room to ques- 
tion the fact,” says the organ of the 
Japanese Government, the Japan Mail, 
“that the bases of an understanding 
have been arranged between Russia and 
Japan with regard to the Corean ques- 
tion. Nothing in the shape of a treaty 
has been concluded, or will be conchided, 
Still the Governments of St, Petersburg 
aud ‘Tokio have certainly arrived at 
an entente, the gist of which is that 
the two agree to act in concert 
for the purpose of preserving order 
in Coren, Presumably the understanding 
extends to the stationing of troops in 
the peninsula.” And whén two ‘men 
ride on a horse, the proverb rans, one 
must ride. behind, and it is not Russia 
that will ride behind on the Corean 


| pony. It is very amusing to see the 


Japan Mail explaining that as Japan 
could not hope to eliminate Russia from 
Corea, she was right to accept “the 
great advantage of bringing within the 
control of mutual agreement the very 
Power whose southward growth con- 
stituted Japau’s preseut source of an- 
xiety on account of Corea, . . , 
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Besides, the partnership now entered 
into between Japan aud Russia converts 
each empire into an obstacle to the 
other's encroachments in the peninsula. 
How the compact will eventuate we do 
not clearly foresee, but assuredly it does 
not bring Corea within closer range of 
either Russia’s grasp or Japan's, though 
it does seem to sacrifice the little King- 
dom’s independence in the interests of 
the agreement's permanence, since the 
less autonomy granted to Corea the 
better can the functions of her two 
guardians be practically balanced.” 

The statesmanship of the Japanese 
Cabinet having thus landed Japan in 
the arms of Russia, and China being 
already there with or without a secret 
treaty, it is no wonder that, as we learn 
from the Eastern World, whose'editor 
discusses Far Eastern politics with 
much shrewdness and impartiality, a 
report has been given ont in Japan 
by the Imperial News Agency, “that 
Russia has made a proposal to Japan 
for an offensive and defensive alliance 
between Russia, Japan and China, and 
there are indications enough to show 
at least the probability of such a pro- 
posal.” Such an alliance means, says 
the astern World, that it will rest 
with Russia to decide, whether she will 
fight for either China or Japan, but if 
Russia decides to fight, China and 
Japan will have uo choice but to join 
her, “We may take it for granted,” 
it says, “that if the alliance in question 
becomes au accomplished fact, the war 
that is to call it into action is already 
planued, and that the réles which China. 
and Japan ate to play in it have 
already been determined upon. Japan 
and China, therefore, in the event of war, 
would sink to the place of mere vassal 
States to Russia.” ‘V'he Zastern World 
goes on to argue that no European 
Power has at the present moment any 
idea of attacking Russia,China, or Japan, 
‘The new triple alliance is therefore an 
offensive, not a defensive alliance, “a 
countermove to the renewal of the 
‘Triple Alliance and to the recent Anglo- 
Italian understanding,” whieh, however, 
is not so very recent. It then comes 
to the question “against what Power 
such an alliance could be directed, 
assuming it, of course, to be a bond 
Ade alliance, and not, which in our 
opinion is quite as much its object, 
a but thinly veiled attempt to re- 
duce Japan and China to a state of 
military vassalage.” The Eastern 
World argues that the alliance is 
directed against Great Britain, and it 
goes on to argue how mistaken is the 
policy of Japan in joining it. If, by 
any possibility, the new Asiatic alliance 
were victorious over Great Britain, 
“ Russia, by virtue of her alliance with 
Japan, would have the right to send 
troops to Japan and to. erect forts at 
threatened points, and the war over, 
it would be very difficult to get them 
out of Japan again, as the safety of the 
country could readily he made a pre- 
text to prolong their stay; Japan 
has established a precedent in Cores.” 








| While if the Asiatic alliance were beaten, 
}Japan would lose far more than. either 
Russia or China, Japan is then told 
that she was warned before she began 
to fight China what the result would 
be. “Japan has since lost much money, 
all influence, and all her prestige in 
Corea, and the only outlets out of the 
trap are either a war or an alliance with 
Russia, the Power that so: deeply humi- 
liated her in Manchuria, and both are 
equally dangerous, only the former 
would leave Japan a chance to maintain 
her independence, while the latter would 
altogether preclude it, let the fact be 
disenised or concealed as it may.” 

We doubt there being any offensive 
and defensive alliance between the three 
Powers. It is not necessary to Russia, 
who at present has both China and 
Japan under her thumb. Nobody wants 
to attack Russia, China, or Japan ; an 
we have no idea that Russia is meditat- 
ing an attack on Great Britain or any 
other Power. If there is a Far Eastern 
‘Triple Understanding (not alliance), 
Russia’s real object is to maintain 
China’s integrity. Russia did not want 
Japan on the mainland of Asia, and 
she warned her off Corea and Man- 
churia, She does not want the weak 
Peking Government, from which she cau 
get anything she wants at any moment, 
replaced by a strong European Go- 
vernment, It suits her much better 
to have Chiva remain nominally inde- 
pendent but really her vassal, than to 
have the Chinese empire divided up 
amongPowers who will, when once seated 
here, prevent Russia’s farther march 
southward. It is quite as much to our 
teal interest that China should not be 
partitioned ; and if the new ‘Triple Alli- 
ance, supposing it to exist at all, is only 
intended tu prevent the partition of 
China, we see no reason why Great 
Britain should do anything to oppose or 
discourage it.

Accorprxe to a decree of on Wednesd: 
date telegraphed to the Hupao from Peking, 
‘Tséng Kuang-han, Earl Weiyi, grandson of 
the late Tstng Kuo-Ch‘an, Viceroy of the 
Liang Kiang provinces, has recommended 
several officers of Taotai and Chehsien rank 
to the particular notice of the Throne, his 
protégés being claimed to be men of con- 
siderable ability who have been, 0 far, 
neglected by their superior officers in 
Chihli, the Liang Kiang, and Hunan. ‘The 
Viceroys and ‘owecnits of she provinces 
above named have been commended in the 
same decree to send these protdgés up to 
Peking for an audience when the Emperor 
will make a test of their abilities personally. 
‘This has been one of the results of the late 
war with Japan, In order to gather a new 
class of men around him the Emperor gave 
permission to all who had the privilege of 
memorialising to the Throne to send to 
him the names of any persons whom the 
memorialists considered to be men of 
ability and a chance would be given to 
them. OF course the new men’ mostly 
belong to families of no influence and 
these will be brought out in the future to 
counteract the scions and protégés of such 
powerful houses as the Lis, Tséngs, ete., 
who have.made all the running so far.

for a small boy whom they picked up, and 
whose father and mother were drowned.

Tue bodies of Captain Slessar, Mr. 
Davidson, the chief engineer, Mr. Scott, 
the day pilot, and Mr. Allen, 3rd engineer 
of the Ono, were recovered yesterday 
and brought up to Shanghai. ‘The work 
of salving the cargo of the sunken steamer 
is proceeding as rapidly as circumstances 
permit. A number of bales of piece goods 
and nineteen chests of opium have already 
been recovered. Mr. Morton reports that 
there is a hole in the port bow fourteen 
feet in length, extending several feet below 
her water line. Great difficulty is being 
experienced in working on the port side 
owing to the ship having taken a heavy 
list that way. 

Tue U.S.S. Boston, which came up to the 
anchorage on Sunday, is a partially protected 
brig-rigged screw cruiser of 3,189 tons dis- 
placement and 3,780 indicated horse-power, 
steaming 15 knots.

That 
Corea will ever’ be able to refund such 
a loan is out of the question, and Ham- 
yongdo inay, therefore, be considered as a 
hew Russian province as soon as the last of 
those eight million yen has passed over the 
counter into Corean hands, and no foreign 
power can raise the slightest objection as 
the transaction is a strictly financial one 
which ‘ny sovereign State has the right to 
make. When that loan is expended, and 
it dees not take very long for an impo- 
verished state to spend eight millions, 
another loan will be contracted, and the 
security demanded may be the province of 
Keiki with Seoul. After that things will 
arrange themselyes and no further loans 
will a necessary. The interest will do 
the rest." —Eastern World, 

Iw reference to the Reuter’s telegram as 
to the revised German treaty with Japan, 

ublished by us on the 18th ultimo, the 
Eastern Wortd says — 

“This telegram bears out our interpreta- 
tion of the first telegram on the subject, and 
it also bears out our frequently expressed 
assertion that the treaties have nothing 
whatever to do with conventions relating 
to patents, trademarks, and, of course, 
copyrights, and that such conventions maj 
be made any time. We have taken parti- 
cular pains to impress that fact “upon 
German manufacturers and others in 
Germany, since we were the pioneer to 
bring the question before the Japanese 
Government, and it seems that our efforts 
have wt last borne good fruit, of which, as 
things are ordained in this upside-down 
world, others than ourselves of course will 
have ‘the benefit. Locally, the Chinese

“To the gratesor row! o’Heal, London,” 
was an address which for a time beat 
all the experts in the British Dead- 
Letter office ; but at last some preter- 
uaturally acute man guessed it to be a 
euphonic rendering of the uawe of the 
greatest of postal reformers. ‘I'o the 
great Sir Rowlaud Hill—and he was 
right, If greatness has any relation 
to beneficent service rendered to the 
State, to commerce, aud to society, then 
assuredly few have better claims to be 
called great than the clear-headed, 
matter-of-fact, downright, cocksure 
actuary (in fact if uot in’ profes- 
sion) who was the father of the 
modern postal art. Last year the 
institution which he re-modelled in 
the ‘forties’ circulated 2,849,000,000 
letters, books, post-cards, aud newspapers; 
to say nothing of 57,000,000 parcels; 
at an expense of £6,569,000: the gross 
revenue of the British Post Office in 
1894-5 was £10,760,000 showing a 
profit of nearly £4,000,000. ‘Yougue 
and pen slip glibly over. these colussal 
numbers, though the intellect fairly 
staggers under the effort to mark, learn, 
and inwardly digest their meaning, 
To bring them down to common “or 
garden ” minds let us translate them as 
follows :—Every man, woman, aud child 
in the British Islands despatched in oue 
year 46 letters, 16 books, 8 post covers 
and 4 newspapers at a cost of about 
5s. 6d. to him or herself and a profit of 
2s, to the State, ‘lo quote that cheerful 
optimist, the late Joseph Whitaker of 
Almanack fame: “Complaints about the 
Post. Office are decreasing ; it is admit- 
tedly the most satisfactory of all money- 
producing institutions ; it is puuctual, 
moderate in the charge’, aud shows 
every desire to meet the wishes 
of the public, Its employés num- 
ber 188,788, It is au iustitution 
to which we all contribute cheerfully.”

THE POLICY OF FRANCE IN 
CHINA.

‘Tere was a happy time when all the 
Foreign Powers worked atnicably to- 
gether in the task of opening China, 
The bulk of the work was naturally 
left to Great Britain, whose interests 
where, as they'still are, the largest ; but 
there was a co-operative policy at 
Peking and the Foreign Ministers back- 
ed each other up, and it was undreamt- 
of that one Foreign Minister should 
go round to the 'I'sungli Yamén to. try 
and put obstacles in the way of a 
ste who was trying to do a public 
, from a paltry jealousy, or an 
equally contemptible desire to promote 
the exclusive interests of his own na- 
tionals, In the happy days of which we 
speak Ministers were not so narrow- 
tinded as some of them seem to be now, 
and they willingly backed up Great Bri- 
tain because they knew, as they know 
now too, that any privilege Great Britain 
obtained was thrown open equally to 
all. Germany introduced the ‘system 
of instructing her diplomatic representa~ 
tives to push the interests of her mer- 
chants aud manafacturers ; but while her 
Minister and Consuls were instructed 

















to extol the merits of German produc- 
tions, they were not, as far as we kuow, 
also instructed to thwart, if possible, 
the efforts of other nationalities to get 
ashare of Uhina’s trade. It has been 
reserved for France to take up this un- 
gracious position, Por some years the 
Chamber of Commerce in Hongkoug 
has been advocating the opening of the 
West River. Successive Viceroys at 
Canton have made the transit pass 
clause of the various foreign treaties 
with Chinaa dead letter, and Hongkong 
merchants of all nationalities have seen 
that the only way to combat: this 
obstruction successfully, was to get the 
West River opened to steamer traffic 
as the Yangtze is. It is not fair to 
throw too much blame on the Canton 
Viceroys. ‘Ihe financial system, ot 
rather want of system, prevailing in 
Chiua is the real culprit. "he opening 
of new ports, or the Proper carrying 
oat of the transit pass system, whereby 
duties that have been before collected 
by the provincial authorities are collect- 
ed by the Imperial Maritime Customs, 
menus a depletion of the provincial in 
favour of the Imperial exchequer, 
which the former naturally does not 
contemplate with equanimity. ‘Phere 
has been a shrewd suspicion that a 
certain foreign Power was urging the 
‘'sungl Yaméu.to refuse to open the 
West River, and it is now openly allow- 
ed that the suspicion was fully justified. 
In the interest of the comtnercially 
feeble empire that France is consolidat- 
ing in Indo-China, M. Gérard has been 
opposing a concession that will be of 
value to all the Powers, and as a pre- 
text for this contradiction of the claims 
to be a leader in the cause of eulighten- 
meut which France always makes and 
generally with justice, it has been re- 
presented that the opening of the West 
River would be a special advantage to 
Great Britain; the advantage really 
being to all who have the enterprise and 
energy to seize the new opportunities, 
‘There was a field day in the French 
Senate on the 81st of March, when M, 
Birdoux put a series of questions to 
the late French premier, M. Bourgeois, 
with the design of showing the injury 
that France had suffered abroad under 
a Radical administration, Five months 
before, he said, there was no complication 
to be feared by France in any part of the 
world. |“ At no moment for long years 
had there been a more favourable 
opportunity for the exercise of a clever 
foreign policy.

‘THE FRENCH MAIL PAPERS. 
(POR THE WEEK ENDING THE 27TH OF 
MARCH.) 
ee 
‘Tue leading topic at home of the third and 
fourth weeks in March was undoubtedly 
the Egyptian Expedition, and there was 
obviously a growing feeling in England that 
the country ought to know why the ex- 
ition was undertaken, and what was 
its proposed extent. The Times gives some 
reasons for the adventure in a leading 

article on the 21st of March :— * 

Egypt can never be content or secure while 
the course of the river from the present fron- 
tier to Khartoum is at the merey either of 
rampant barbarism or of possible interference 
by some foreign Power. ‘The Nile water is 
the lifeblood of Egyyt, and her vital interest, 
is to control it, as far atleast as the junction of 
the two main branches. ‘These considerations 
were as strongly felt at the time when the 
withdrawal from the Soudan was decided 1 
as they are now. ‘They had weight, as Mr. 
Chamberlain bore testimony, even with the 
Government which determined that to with. 
draw was an absolute necessity imposed by 
the military disorganisation apd the fhanciat 
embarrassments of Egypt. All who have had 
to do with Egyptian administration in the 
period that has since lapsed, whether 
Bnglishmen or natives, have known that 
[the time must come’ when there would 
‘he an advance again, ‘There is abundant 

evidence to show that, if Egypt were 

left without British guidance, the first act of 
| the native Government would be to push on 
‘into the Soudan at the imminent risk of dis- 
faster. Anglo-Fgyptian policy, while keeping 
j this ideal aim in view, is cautious in moving 
| towards it, and is actuated by urgent reasons 
' of practical expediency. ‘The expedition has 
| not been dlecided upon, as Mr. Morley chooses 
| to assiime, solely on the faith of a few tele- 
| grams showing that the Dervishes are in an 
Excited and aggressive temper ; but, as Mr. 
Chamberlain and Mr. Curzon maintained, in 
view of the very grave probability that this 
state of excitement would he worked up to a 
dangerous jeight by the news of the Talian 
reverses. There is und for hopin; 
Hine ths advance tocakasheh, ‘whether ft be 
carried immediately forward ‘to Dongola or 
not, will give the Dervishes pause in any 
plans they may have formed for an attack 
upon Egypt, and will, at the same time, 
operate a8 a diversion to draw off the pressure 
on Kassala. 

The Orerland Mail, which is » supporter 
of Lord Salisbury, has an excellent article 
on “The Foreign Policy of the Govern- 
ment,” mainly with reference to the 
Egyptian Expedition, and says that “a 
careful examination of the reasons given 
by the Government for its sudden resolve 
leaves on our mind the impressio 
| that the Ministry has either no convincing 
motives to show for its policy, or is not 
treating the House of Commons, the coun- 
try, and Foreign Powers, with candour.” 
Tt says -— 

We are afraid that the Government is 
‘unconscious of the extent to which its conduct 
! of foreign affairs for a few months has excited 
‘apprehension and doubt even among many of 
lite staunch supporters. They are asking 
| themselves why, when on coming into office 
Lord Salisbury was apprised that Russia had 
absolutely refused to be a party to any com- 
pulsory action in Turkey, the country was 
not at once informed of it, and why the 
responsibility for the impotence of the Powers 
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at the Yildiz Kiosk was not promptly laid on 
the right shoulders. “They wonder why our 
Foreign Minister should have written those two. 
despatches to Washington based upon an im- 

eriect statement of a case drawn up in the 

‘oreign Ottice which it has since taken months 
and required outside assistance to complete. 
‘They cannot understand the mysterious policy 
pursued in the Farther East, and the asto: 
ing concession to France in’ Siam. And now 
they want to know why just after makiug 
this last sacrifice of very important interests, 
in order to moderate the hostility of France, 
they should suddenly have stirred up a 
hornets’ nest in Bayt ‘hy taking action serious 
in itself, incalculable in’ its consequences and 
certainly provocative to the very people 
whom we have sought to conciliate, on the 
inadequate grounds disclosed in the speeches 
of Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. George 
Curzon. It may be all right; it may 
be excellent policy; we are not going to 
condemn it when—as Mr. Curzon informs 
us—an_ important part of the motives by 
which it is inspired are undisclosed ; but this 
we do say, that the representation that we 
were using Egyptian money and troops to 
create a friendly diversion for Italy, and the 
argument that, as the Dervishes were assuming 
@ threatening’ attitude, It was advisable to 
meet the danger half’ way in the hope of 
averting it altogether are by no means convine- 
ing. ‘These motives are not sufficient to justify 
an act which upsets all calculations, excites 
the strongest resentment in France, deranges 
trade and finance, and as Sir W.' Harcourt 
said, adds to anxieties already sufficiently 
grave, harassing, and extensive, We are 

ushing Egypt forward on an enterprise 
for which her forees are’ inadequate,. her 
resources disproportionate, and we shall be 
ound to see her through it at whatever 
cost... . Weare incurring the risk of a 
war with France and perhaps with Russia for 
no interests of our own which we dare avow. 
Were the Ministry to tell the country that in 
view of changes ‘which have occurred in the 
relative position of the Powers towards 
Turkey, the inevitable smash up in. that 
empire, they had resolved to hold Egypt 
under ' British protection, and therewith 
reconquer the Soudan, even at the risk of a 
European War, it is just possible that a 
| majority of Englishmen weary and resentful 
‘of the implacable hostility of France might 
approve that resolution. But to go on assert- 
ing that we mean to retire from Egypt when 
she can stand alone, and yet embarking her 
fon provocative and adventurous action beyond 
her borders, which may involve us in tre- 
mendous responsibilities is a policy which not 
only lays the Cabinet open to effective attack 
from the Opposition but excites grave mis- 
givings among its own supporters, and, unless 
it should be very lucky, may fatally com- 
promise its position before the country. 

‘The position is well shown in Punch in 
one of Mr, Reed’s little pictures, in which 
the intention is so much better than the 
execution. Mr. Chamberlain and Mr. 
Balfour, got up as tourists, with the 
Pyramids in the background, are inter- 

iewing Cook's Agent in Egypt. He says: 
“How far will you go, Gentlemen 2” Joey. 
“Oh, as far as ever we can go for the 
anoney—until it gets too hot for us !” 

Mr. C. Leonard has been proving to 
people at home that the complaints of the 
Outlanders at Johannesburg are anything 
but baseless, and the Daily News puts the 
position tersely thus :— 

Wedoubt whether the Uitlanders are such 
a set of rascals as they are often represented 
over here as being (for, after all, even a 
capitalist is a human being, with feelings like 
the rest of us); but we doubt, also, ether 
President Kriiger and his oligarchy have as 
yet orn angels” win ya and pure, white souls. 
No doubt, the Uitlafiders, though they have 
Shown themselves somewhat fecble folk in 
action, are not altogether sainted innocents 
in intention ; but on the other hand, is not 
President Kriiger up to a good many tricks of 
the trade? Probably, therefore, the safer 
conclusion to draw with regard to recent 
Statements and counter-statements from South 
‘Africa is that the truth lies somewhere be- 
tween the two. 

1 "Phe Times of the 28th of March has a 
leading article on the Kitson-Playfair case, 
of which the following is the conclusion :-— 
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Dr. Playfair is a physician of great eminence, 
with no superior in his special line of practice. 
In Dr. Muzio Williams's opinion, Mrs. Kitson 
owes her life to his skilful treatment of her 
case, We need not assume that in his after con- 
duct he was actuated hy malice in the common 
sense of the word. But we cannot but con- 
sider that he made a grave mistake of judg- 
ment. He has been severely punished for it, by 
the findings of the jury and by the damages 
which he will have to pay. Our only satisfac- 
tion in the case is that it teaches a lesson, 
not, we feel sure, generally needed by the 
medical profession, that if a_ medical man 
reveals a professionally gained secret he does 
0 at his peril. An exceptional confidence 
is reposed in him. His consulting-room is in 
the nature of a confessional, and the disclosures 
made in it are hardly less sacred than those 
made to the confessor priest. Occasionally, 
in the interest of justice, he may feel bound 
to break silence and to answer questions put 
to him in a Court of law, but he must himself 
be judge as to this, and he will choose rither 
to offend by silence than to expose himself 
ta the shadow of a charge of indiscreet and 
uncalled-for babbling. On no other terms 
can he claim the full confidence which he now 
constantly enjoys. 

The Economist's usual note on the Mouey 
Market is as umder:— 

Discount rates have hardened a little this 
week, but the movement is slight as compared 
with that which usually takes places towards 
the end’ of the fiscal year, when there is 
always @ considerable temporary displacement 
of nioney, There may possibly be a little 
more activity next week, but the turn of the 
quarter, with the distribution of the Consols 
and other dividends, promises to bring with 
it renewed and even inereasod ease.

circumstances, the market welcomes the

Bills, although why the Government 
should be borrowing when it has such a large 
hakance at the Bank is not obvious. It is 
pretty evident, however, that it would have 
een better for the Government and for the 
market if Sir William Harcourt had not 
‘eartied his policy of consolidating the floating 
debt quite so far, ‘The new Chinese loan ix 
expeeted to be issued next week, but in the 
present greatly over-supplied condition of 
the market that is not likely to have any 
appreciable effect upon rates. 

The Hamomist begins its first leadin, 
article, on “The Soudan Expedition,” by 
saying: “It is very rarely of any use to 
resist an expedition Which the Government 
wishes to undertake,” but’ for all that it 
has its doubts, suggesting meanwhile that 
France is probably really rather glad to see 
us “entangled ina war with the Dervishes, 
who are as hostile to France in Tunis as to 
Great Britain on the Nile.”

Egypt is permanently settled, without having 
counted the cost, and without having per: 
manently made up our minds as to what we 
want ultimately to We in no way oppose 
the expedition, which in all. probability could 
be as fully justitied as expeditions of thie kind 

are, but we want to know a little more 
early what that justification is. The secrecy 
of diplomacy is often necessary, but in this 
case the necessity is not self-evident. and the 
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standard. There are readable articles also 
on ‘Egyptian Finance,” in which there is 
a warning that we must not expect the 
balance of the reserve fund, after the 
appropriation for necessary public works, 
to go far towards covering any serious 
expenditure in the Soudan; on “The 
London Water Bill,” in which it is shown 
that if Lord James's Bill fails, “a grave 
respohsibility ‘will rest upon those who 
have allowed temper, prejudice, or self. 
interests to prevail over the needs of the 
metropolis :” and on ‘The Indian Budget,” 
in which the writer says that “although 
the financial prospects are distinctly 
brighter, it is too early yet to act as if 
growing’ prosperity were assured, and to 
part with revenues which events may prove 
that it would have been better to retain” 
Among the Business Notes is a useful one {| 
headed ‘A Bimetallic Fallacy.” 

The first Note in the Saturday Review 
points out that if it be true that the Govern. 
ment have bought Delagoa Bay from 
Portugal for £5,000,000, having had the 
right of pre-emption ever since the time of 
the MacMahon avwanl, it would be not only 
a diplomatic triumph for Mr. Chamnberlain, 
“but a move for the preservation of our 
Empire in South Africa the importance of 
which it would be hard to over-estimate.” 
We quote two other Notes in full: the 
second refers to the refusal of France to 
allow the Esyptian Cuisse de la Dette to 
contribute to the cost of the Soudan Ex- 
pedition : 

The nows from South Africa is certainly 
not encouraging. So many reckless and mis.

They did not, however, 
really see their own bones, but ‘only the 
shadow of their own bones,’ and as yet this 
method seems only applicable to those parts 
of the body which will cast a shadow, in othor 
words, which the Réntgen rays will not 
penetrate, All parts of the body which are 
composed of the ordinary tissues, like ttrmours, 
for instance, will cast’no shadow under the 
Réntgen rays. “A black leather bag was 
held up before the radiant tube, and no one 

















could see anything but a black leather bag. On 


the sereen being placed in front of this object, 
the contents of the bay at once became visible 
toall the spectators, who saw that the bag con- 
tained a box of compasses (the X rays pene. 
trating both the leather of the bagandthe wood 
of the compass case), a pair of spectacles in a 
case, a box with some nails in it, and various 
other objects. - It may be mentioned that the 
contents of the bag were wrapped in cotton 
wool.” Bnt if the bag had contained an apple 
and a mutton chop, the apple, we suppose, 
would have cast no shadow, and the mutton 
chop would have been represented only by the 
bone without the meat on it, For the purposes 
of the surgeons, the X rays are not suilicient.

Canon Tristam is well known by his work 
on the Holy Land, as well as in other ways.

He wades in mud 
and water to get hold of a shell that is re- 
ported to be just the same asa shell from 
the Lake of Galilee, and he has an eye to 
the minute, the beautiful, the sublime, and 
the commonplace. He delights in bits of 
ancient Japanese history, revels in old 
armour, and waxes enthusiastic over stuffed 
birds and specimens of antique pottery. 
He is just the sort of traveller to send 
a keen thrill_ of delight into the stolid 
breast of a Japanese dealer in curios, 
or in stuffed birds; and he is just 
the kind of man that any intelligent person 
would enjoy as a companion in travel, both 
for his acquisitive mind, and his evident 








ability to give more than he gets. Canon 
‘Tristam's daughter was in Japan to act as 
aguide for her father, and by means of 
special passes he and she were enabled to 
see a great deal which is inaccessible to the 
ordinary tourist. He is naturally much in- 
terested in the work of the Church mission, 
to which his daughter belonged, but he 
does not omit to give lucid, although brief 
accounts of other missions also, and is 
evidently quite free from any kind of 
bigotry. There are no elaborate chapters 
on the nature of Japanese civilisation, no 
prognosis of the part Japan is to play in 
the future history of the human race, and 
no cut and dried pronouncements of any 
sort. The illustrations are numerous, and 
some of them, as for example a country 
bridge, and Kumamoto Castle, are superb. 
Those who have not been in Japan will 
enjoy this interesting sketch of a rapid 
tour through some of its principal parts, 
and those who are familiar with that 
picturesque empire, will also enjoy seeing 
how its beauties strike Canon Tristam, 





From Far Formosa, the Island, its People 
and Missions. By George Leslie Mac- 
kay, p.p. ‘Twenty-five years a missionary 
in Formosa. Edited by the Rev. J. A. 
MacDonald, with portraits, illustrations 
and maps. Fleming H. Revell Company, 
New York, Chicago, ‘Toronto, 1896. pp.

‘This handsome volume, just issued, is a 
valuable contribution to the scanty litera- 
ture accessible to an English reader, on 
the great and fertile island which has 
attracted so much attention on account of 
its annexation by the Japanese as one of 
the few substantial results of the late war. 
The book is printed on good paper, is 
fully and even elegantly illustrated, in 
clear typo, and is very interesting reading, 
It is divided into six parte. The first four 
chapters give an autobiographical account 
of the author, a matter of much more im- 
portance in this case than in most books 
‘on China, because the personality of the 
writer pervades his book and his work to 
a remarkable decree. The five followin; 
chapters are devoted to the history an 
natural history of the island, including its 
geography, geology with a geological map, 
trees, plants, and flowers; animal life, and 
outline of ethnology. Eleven succeeding 
chapters are grouped under the title 
“ Aimong the Chinese,” in which the reader 
is told what the Chinese are like, how they 
are governed, and how they live and work, 
in northern Formosa. This narrative is 
closed with some details of the disturbances 
caused by the war between France and 
China. 

Six more chapters are gathered under 
the heading ‘The Conquered Aborigines,” 
in which there is much which will probably 
be new to all except the select circle of 
those who already know everything. ‘The 
special conditions of the semi-civilised 
“savages,” placed between the upper mill- 
stone of the “‘civilised” Chinese, and the 
nether mill-stone of the ansabdued abori- 
gines, are made clear, and one is enabled to 
conjecture what a vast revolution will take 
place when the Japanese shall have begun 
to apply in detail their compreher 
pass 2 the orderly government of this 

test acquisition. ‘Two interesting chap- 
ters tell about the mountain tribes, which 
the author visited in the fastnesses, and 
with whom he came to amicable terms. 
‘The eight concluding chapters are styled 
“* At Head-quarters,” and give fuller details 
of the modus operandi of the great mission 
work which has been carried on for twenty- 
four years since Dr. Mackay first arrived 
in the island. 

‘The author of this book a] to be 
in some respects a typical Scotcl He 
came to Formosa with a vague idea of what 
he was to do, and of the place in which he 
‘was to do it, but as soon as the way began 
‘to open, he pressed on with more than 

















Scotch persistence, never letting go a 
hold once gained, and always full of an 
ambition to accomplish what would ordin- 
arily be considered the work of several 
men. He gives due credit for not a little 
help which he has received during this long 
term of years, but it is plain that he has 
carried out his own plans in his own way. 
His central idea appears to have been to 
get hold of a group of young men, and 
thoroughly inoculate them with the seeds 
of Christianity, and of occidental civilisa- 
tion too, to such an extent that each one 
should be a permanent: centre of diffusion. 
He took his pupils with him on his long 
tours, over mountains, among serpents, 
among the savages, in'open boats under 
the precipitous coasts, and into the centre 
ofthe French war. If any of them ever 
declined to undergo so much fatigue, and 
to submit to such multiplied discomforts 
and dangers, no trace of it appears in the 
narrative. What does appear, however, is 
the remarkable adaptation of these youths 
to their “environment,” and the almost 
unique success which the leader and those 
whom he led have achieved. Ononeof the 
closing pages we have the list of sixty 
points occupied by the Mission, and also 
the names of an equal number of “native 
preachers, trained and equipped for their 
work.” The author tells us that in his 
report to the Canadian General Assembly 
for 1895, there were reported two foxeign 
ordained missionaries, one of whom, how- 
ever, has bean only three years on the 
field: There were also two ordained 
native missionaries, sixty unordained 
native preachers, twenty-four native Bible 
women ; 1,738 native communicants, 1,027 
male, 711 female, in good and regular 
standing in the Church, 2,633 “baptised 
members,” probably including children ; 
sixty dispensaries at chapels ; 10,736 treat 
ments atthe hospital ; $2,375.74 contributed 
bynatives for mission purposes, $254.10 
contributed by the foreign community for 
the hospital. This is a record so surprising, 
so unexampled, and so inherently incredible 
to those who’ know what mission work 
among the Chinose is, that it is well that 
the author was willing’to print an address 
presented to him by the foreign residents 
of Tamsui in August, 1893, on the eve of his 
departure for Canada. A few extracts from 
this address will make clear what his fellow- 
townsmen have to say about the results of 
Dr. Mackay's labours :— : 

We have not always given expression to 
our thoughts, but we have highly appreciated 
your great ‘success, and the marvellous 
progress you have, by God’s help, been ablo 
to make in getting at the hearts of the 
Chinese people around us; a success which 
we think is without parallel in the history of 
Christian missions in China. 

You cannot but regard with much 
thankfulness and satisfaction, the great and 
noble work you have been engaged upon, and 
to which you have devoted your life these 
many years. In material blessings alone, re- 
sulting from your labours, resides sufficient 
cause to make any man proud and happy ; 
and if there were nothing else to show than 
the good feelings between natives and for- 
eigners, due to your teaching, that alone 
‘would be a sufficient cause of triumph. Those 
of us who remember Formosa as it was at the 
time of your arrival, recognise a great altera- 
tion for tho better in the demeanour of the 
natives generally ; and we ascribe the improve 
ment ina great measure to you. Suspicion has 
given place to confidenco, and the most timid 
hever dream of fearing molestation, let them 
roam the oonntry where they will, Who 
with time to ramble can forget the neat and 
wholesome-locking mission chapels scattered 
broadcast through the land ? 

This address, of which the foregoing is 
but an extract, is signed by forty-three 
names, representing the foreign community 
of Northern Formosa, as well as the 
captains, officers, and engineers of visiting 
steamers. At a’ time when the feasibility 
of mission work is more than at.almost any 

revious time under active discussion in 
Ghina, this volume by an active participant, 
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in many forms of labour -will have an 
especial interest, but it will at the same time 
prove of permanent value mony 
as to what has been done, and what there- 
fore can be done again under very disad- 
santageous condition i 
Formosa if not deadly, is certain! 
unwholesome. It is. ‘therefore 
expect the chief results in any 
the physical, intellectual, or spiritual re- 
novation of the people to be wrought by 
native agents.

‘THE SZECHUAN RIOTS. 

The settlement of the Szechuan affairs is 
now generally considered to have been 
unwisely done. Natives friendly to for- 
cigners freely admit that no punishment 
was administered to the real culprits and 
that the degradation of a universally dis- 
Hiked Viceroy had but a temporary effect 
Now that the money settlement has been 
made and the Foreign Powers satisfied, the 
tiger begins to slowly show his stripes. Tn 
the city itself we have had a few examples 
of what the people would do if the 
officials did not hold a firm hand. No 
lesson has been taught the people and 
only a spark is needed oft to arouse their 
feelings. In the neighbourhood of the 
American Methodist Mission a man was 
seen dragging and beating a boy. A few 
Manchurian soldiers came along and asked 
what was the matter. The man said he 
was taking his boy home as with his own 
eves, ho had seen the foreigners eating a 
child, The soldiers bound him and took! 
him before their superior officer as they 
believed they had most convincing testi- 
mony of the foreigners guilt. He was 
taken to the temple. The news spread like 
fire and soon the streets leading to the 
Manchu city were crowded with people who | 
wished to see the man who was to bear 
such important testimony. Fortunately 
the matter was reported to the officials and 
the man was ordered to be brought to the 
magistrate’s ywonéu, The next day a pro- 
clamation was issued declaring that the man 
was erazy and not responsible, that no 
gredengg vas to be placed in what he said. 
The te®@Mbhops discuss the matter. Is the 
man crazy or are the officials afraid of the 
foreigners? It was thought that the in- 
nocence of the foreigners on this question 
was established, but a crazy man is able to} 
set the whole city aflame. The effect of 
this little scare has been bad. The people 
exhibit a more insolent manner and chil 
ren oft may be seen flying into their homes. 
One redeeming feature is the activity of 
the officials, ‘They, thus far, have quickly 
responded whenever an occasion: has atisen.

One body was found in the harbour near 
New Pedder’s Wharf, probably thrown in 
by survivors who wished to avoid police 
visitation. Many of these cases come from 
Canton. Locally the disease is said to be 
considerably on the decline. The sanitary 
staff are actively at work turning out 
shuns. 

SPORTS. 

Tennis and golf are flourishing, the 
annual tournament of the former now in 
course of being played off, while the golfites 
are competing for the MacEwen Cup, a 
sweep and bogie competition. 

Negotiations are in progress for another 
Tnterport Rifle match this year, a com- 
munication having been addressed by the 
Straits Settlements to the Hongkong Rifle 
Association. ‘This Colony was badly 
beaten last year, and from all accounts 
would find Singapore ss hard to beat this 
Year, but our marksmen ought not to funk 
the challenge. 

‘The final Club race of the Royal Hong- 
kong Yacht Club was sailed on the 19th 
inst. A light easterly breeze prevailed, and 
a fairly contested race resulted in the 
‘Meteor getting through first, with the Eriea 
‘a good second, close up. ‘The result of the

returned on the 20th inst., after distributing 
the grain, and on the 23nd inst. two more 
launches under the command of a milit 
officer were sent to Wuchou. with fed 
supplies.

civil and military officials connected with 
the Hanyang Iron Works and Foundry of 
Houpeh province, but omitted to give « 
detailed ne t of the actual status of each 
military official and some uf the civil 
officials, the claims of each man for promo- 
tion, ete. In October last Jui Hsin, 
President of the Imperial Academy, 
denounced the methods in voxue amongst 
the Viceroys and Governors of provinces 
in recommending all manuer and condi- 
tions of men for promotion, irrespective of 
true merit, thereby lowering the standard 
of atticial’ purity, “et. I consequence 
of this memorial his Majesty had ordered. 
the Comptrollers-goneral and Presidents of 
the Boards of Civil Appointments and of 
War to make special investigations in 
future, into the claims of exch candidate for 
promotion sent up by the Viceroys and 
Governors of provinces, and that if the least 
flaw were detected in such recommendations 
the whole list of names were to be sent 
back to the delinquent Viceroy or Governor 
for careful revision before any action could 
be taken in the matter in Peking. As the 
list of the said Governor of Hupeh was 
obviously made up in the usual careless 
way denounced by the said President of 
the Imperial Academy, the officials in the 
Boards of Civil Appointments and War 
had complied with his Majesty’s sacred. 
instructions and had sent back to Hupeh 
the list in question, The Meniorialist 
therefore reverently hastens to’ obey his 

















| Majesty’s command t» make good the 


details wanting with respect to some of the 
vil officers in the said list to he recorded 
in the books of the Civil Board, after 
which he will. request the promotion 
to be given each man after weighing care- 
fully their merits and the amount of work 
accomplished by exch. As Memorialist has 
not yet been furnished by the Managing 
Boatd of the said Iron Works with a 
detailed account of exch military officer 
connected with the institution, he requests 
to be allowed further time to do so.

IMPERIAL DECREES. 

(1) In consequence of complaints having 
been made to us concerning the ac'ion of 
certain Colonels and Majors commanding 
battalions engaged in ‘suppressing the 
Mahommedan rebellion in Kansu, on the 
gr-und that the said officers had sent in 
claims for promotion which were baseless, 
and which in reality properly belonged to 
other persons, etc., we found it expedient 
to instruct the Generalissims in that region, 
Tung Fu-hsiang, to secretly investigate 
the ‘said charges and report. teuth‘u'ly 
to us on the matter. The said General's 

reliminary repott is now before us in which 
i states that he has discovered that the 
clainn for rewards put forward by Wang 
Chen-k‘un, Cul-nel Commandant of the 
Liangchow foreign disciplined battalions, 
on the ground of having successfully de- 
feated the rebels in certain encounters, 
is entirely baseless. As a matter of 
fact, Wang Chen-k‘un while garrisoning 
the Chihshih barriers with his troops last 
summer, ignotniniously deserted his post 
upon the approach of the rebels, abandonin: 

a quantity of arms, ammunition, and f 
supplies to the enemy in order to make 
pod his escape. He then fled with his 
Brignde to. Peit‘ashih (White Pagoda 
Monastery) which he fortified and held, 
While there he beheld with apparent 
equanimity the critical position of Kan 
‘Ta, a volunteer officer, who with a smal 














body of Buddhists was desperately di 
fending a walled village (a short distance 
from Wang Chen-k‘un’s monastery) against 





the attacks of a superior body of rebels. 
Although repeatedly appealed toforsuccour, 
or, at least, to make a diversion against the 
rebels in favour of the besieged volunteers, 
Wang Chen-k‘un turned a deaf ear to all 
the solicitations for aid, and cooped him- 
self inside the monastery “compound 
calmly seeing the volunteers being slaugh 
tered by the rebels when a slight forward 
movement. by him would have relieved the 
loyalists from their dangerous position 
which they could have held until the rein- 
forcemonts which were hurring forward had 
arrived. As it was, K‘ang Ta and his little 
band of volunteers after losing most of 
their number had to abandon their position 
to the enemy. ‘This is the man who has 
had the audacity subsequently to ask for a 
reward for bravery ! Prior to his audacious 
request Generalissimo Tung Furhsiang had 
already obtained some of the facts relating 
to Wang Chen-k‘un’s pusillanimous and 
cowardly behaviour and had denounced the 
man’s conduct to us and upon the strength 
of this memorial Wang Chen-k‘un was 
cashiered. Since then he has had the 
supreme audacity to advance preposterous 
claims for rewards. For such an act simply 
being cashiered is to our mind too lenient 
punishment for Wang Chen-k‘un and we 
therefore further condemn him to penal 
servitude and banishment to the post 
roads in Chinese Turkestan. 

(2) Ngeh-lé-ho-pu, Grand Secretary, ete., 
reports that his extended leave of absenco 
is gain about to expire and yet his 
uladies ave not been cured and he 
therefore prays that he be allowed to resign 
his posts in order the better to attend to 
his many complaints, ete. We hereby 
further grant the said Grand Secretary 
another term of two months’ leave of 
absence, there being no necessity for his 
resigning his post.

Owing to the appreciation of Securities and 
to old shareholders joining the new Bank, this 
deficiency has since been so reduced ‘that, 
the instalment of call due on 2nd April, 
amounting to about £50,000, is expected to 
more than cover it.

'THE PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. 





Tt was an experiment holding the 24th 
Subscription Concert of the Shanghai Phil- 
harmonic Society on Wednesday (29th) in 
Chang Su-ho’s Hall, a good two miles from. 
the Bund, but it was an experiment that 
‘was crowned with success. The Hall is a 
very handsome one, it is very well lighted, 
and its acoustic properties leave nothing to 
bedesired. It was well filled, with a fringe 
of spectators in the galleries, and those who 
did not find it too far away were repaid by 
hearing one of the best concerts that the 
Society has given. ‘The orchestra was un a 
dais at the southern end of the Hall, and 
the Committee might try, if they use this 
Hall again, the effect of putting the orches- 
tra in the centre. 

‘The programme was not too ambitious 
on Wednesday, and the orchestra itself, 
from various causes, was not so large as it 
has sometimes been. The opening number 
was Mozart's overture to Titus, a very 
melodious and therefore favourite composi- 
tion, not extravagantly well played, but 
decidedly interesting. Mr. Clapp then 
sang Stephon Adams's Fiona—She stood 
in the mist, by the door of her sheiling 
a pathetic ballad with a pleasant swing to 
it, but Mr. Clapp’s fine tenor voice was not 
at its best. ‘This was followed by a selec- 
tion played by the orchestra from Wagner's 
Meistersinger, a very characteristic selec- 
tion, to which the orchestra must have 
given a great deal of careful study, for it 
was excellently played, and could not but 
he enjoyed even by those who prefer Mozart 
to Wagner. Mrs. 3. Brown made her first 
appearance in the fourth number, and sang 
¥. Clay'svery popularballad, “She wandered 
down the mountain side.” Mrs. Brown 
has an excellent soprano ‘voice, nearly 
‘mezzo, very well trained, and she sings 
‘with much feeling and a’ most commend- 
able enunciation. She was most heartily 
pplauded, and kindly. consented to give 
an encore, for whicl the audience was 
clamorous, choosing Goring Thomas's 
“Love's Echoes,” a very pretty little com- 
position. The first part ended with the 
splendid playing by Mrs. Korff on the 
piano, with orchestral accompaniment, 
Of Weber's Concert Stiick, op. 79, a 
favourite piece with pianists of the first

execution, a thorough comprehension of 


|the composer's meaning, and she plays 
| with absolute correctness, so that this 


number was most_ thoroughly enjoyed: 
Mars, Korff was, of course, encored, and 
she kindly played a well-known Romance 
in F sharp major by Schumann. 

Well as the orchestra played the accom: 
paniment to Mrs. Korif, they were still 
better, in fact at their best, in Mozart’s 
Symphony No. 12, which’ opened the 
second part of the concert. It is a most 
taking composition, short, pretty, and 
full of melody, with not a suspicion of 
heaviness in it, and the orchestra played as 
if they enjoyed it as much as their hearers, 


j It was the best piece of the evening. Miss 


Sinclair had very kindly undertaken to 
sing at very short notice, and the audience 
were delighted with her rendering of M. 
Piccolomini’s ‘* Whisper and I shall hear,” 
though there is not much distinction 
in it as composition, The pleasure 
it gave was enhanced by the charming 
violin obligato contributed by Miss Macleod, 
whose artistic sense and mastery of her 
instrument make it always delightful to 
hear her. In response to the request for 
an encore Miés Sinclir repeated the 
second verse—“If when you're weary, 
darling.” ‘The eighth number, the order 
on the programme having been chang- 
ed, was Mr, Wedemeyer's singing of 
Mr. Crompton’s ‘‘March nor heed those 
arms that hold thee,” scoomapanded by the 
composer. We haye often dwelt on tho 
splendid quality of Mr. Wedemeyer’s voice, 
but we have heard: it better than on 
Wednesday, which is not, however, sayin: 
that it was not very good. He was obliged 
to repeat the Inst verse before the well 
pleased audience would allow him to return 
tuhisseat. The closing number was Ganne’s 
Menuet Rose, a very pretty piece of music, 
admirably played by the orchestra, Th 
would be dificult for the orchestra to play 
better than they did in this and in the 
Symphony, and much of the credit is due 
to their conductor, Commander Vela, and 
niuch to their own devotion to music.

Fimst Day, 
Monday, 4th May, 1896. 


After weeks of anxiety, due to the 
persistent unkindness of the weather, the 
constant soft rain having reduced’ the 
course on Sunday morning to the con- 
sistency of a swamp, we were favoured on 
Monday, when hope was almost dead, with 
a really charming day, sunny, but not too 
sunny, and just warm enough to make the 
pretty spring toilettes with which the lawn 
was dotted thoroughly appropriate. ‘There 
was a very large gathering at the Grand 
Stand, but the lawn is now so large and 
the accommodation, now that Belle Vue 





has been taken in, so extensive, that there 
was no crowding ; while the new Stand at 


the north end of the lawn, that has taken 
the place of Belle Vue, was also well 
filled. All the arrangements under the 
control of the Stewards went well, though 
the genial presence of the late Chairman 
of the Club was much missed, and there 
was incessant grumbling at the new sys 
tem of omitting the ponies’ numbers from 
the race books; this was an innovation that 
was tried in the intezest of the totalisators, 
but it caused so much inconvenience that 
we do not suppose it will be adopted again. 
‘The new totalisator arrangements also 
caused some misunderstanding, but it was 
not, after all, an important matter. In 
reference to the two excellent tifins 
provided, it should be understood that 
the one at Belle Vue is intended for 
members and jockeys only. The course, 
although it had been drying since Sun- 
day afternoon, was very heavy when 
the first race was run, but it improved all 
the time, and at the close of the day was 
in capital condition, though still a little 
slippery close to the rails. ‘The fields were 
unusually large, even for a first day, and 
Mr. Ayscough is to be congratulated on his 
starting, which was generally very good, 
though the half-mile was rather a straggling 
start. The number of small stables re- 
presented caused more general interest 
to be taken than usual in the racing, 
and the wins were very fairly divided, 
Mr. Ring, who took three, being the 
only owner who secured more than one 
prize. Nearly all the wins were greeted 
with hearty cheering, the victories of 
Mr. Hopeful in the first race, of the Judge 
in the Cathay Cup, of Mr, Duplex in the 
Racing Stakes, and of Mr. John Peel in 
the last race of the day being especially 
popular. ‘The intervals between the races 
were lightened by the music of the Town 
Band, under the direction of Commander 
Vela, and the unexpected melodies of a 
band of negro minstrels who were under- 
stood to hail from H.M.S. Spartan, and 
whose appearance was a decidedly welcome 
innovation. There was a very dense 
fringe of Chinese all round the ground, 
wherever a view of the course could be 
obtained. It may be mentioned that Holly. 
hock, who ran in the Hart Legacy Cup, 
make his first appearance on the Shanghai 
course in 1884. Finally, it should be added 
that the police arrangements for the 
regulation of the traftic on. the road left 
nothing to be desired.

THE DISASTER A'l’ WOOSUNG. 
ne 


Amongst those lost in the Onico was Mr. 
Nie Loh-su, a native pastor of the Foreign 
Christian Missionary Society, who was well 
known and much respected’ amongst the 
missionary community in Shanghai. 

Numbers of hodies from the wreck of the 
ill-fated steamer continue to be picked up, 
but up to on Friday afternoon none of the 
foreigners had boon found. ‘The body of the 
compradore of the Onwo was picked up off 
the mouth of the Hongkew Creek, and that 
of x wonin was found near the’ Arsenal, 
having been carried up from Woosung by 
the tide. We are informed that the 
bodies which had been recovered and laid 
out on the bank of the river have been 
stripped of their clothing by the native 
villagers. 

Mr. Sze, a wealthy native silk merchant, 
took down at his own expense four large 
Doatloads of coffins und clothing to Woo- 
sung on Friday. He also took several 
native photographers with himy intending 
to have each body photographed separately 
to facilitate identification, ‘This is rather 
interesting as showing that some at least 
of the Chinese are adapting themselves to 
foreign methods and ideas. 

Mr. Morton, the diver, went down to 
Woosung on Friday morning to make apre- 
liminary” examination of the wreck with 
view to the salving of the cargo and the 
recovery of the bodies which are supposed 
to be in the cabins. No hopes are enter- 
tained of the possibility of raising the 
sunken vessel, and, as she is a serious 
obstruction to navigation where she now 
lies, it is probable that she will have to be 


blown up. 




















Tt has been reserved for a Shanghai 
artist, and a lady at that, to establish a 
record in the production of pictures, as 
well as in the organisation of probably’ the 
largest raffle ever arranged in Shanghai. 
There are 2,000 tickets and 80 prizes. Of 
these, many of them large eanvasses, two 
remain over from Mrs. Smith's previous 
collection, the prices offered at the auction, 
though by no means small, not reaching 
the reserve; but the other 78 were painted 
in 72 days. ° They will be on exhibition to- 
morrow at the rooms of the China Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Society in Museum Road, 
some of them having been already exhibited 
in our leading stores. It is really a very 
remarkable collection of landscapes and 
seascapes. Some of them are original, 
and in these we think Mrs. Smith has 
succeeded hest ; some, Mrs. Smith tells us 
in her catalogue, are taken from recent 
Academy exhibits, and others from minute 
photographs and engravings, the colouring 
in every instance being original. It 
remarkable that Mrs. Smith’s marvellous 
facility ix accompanied by such a careful 
attention to finish; there is no appear- 
ance of hurry about any of her work. It 
would be an exaggeration to say that Mrs, 
Smith's drawing is faultless, but she has a 
very noteworthy feeling for colour, and 
& capital grasp of atmospheric effect. In 
the majority of her pictures she has pre- 
ferred a general effect to minute detail, 
and her pictures are more adapted to be 
hung than to be studied on an easel ; many 
of the smaller ones, however, will bear a 
closer inspection. Such pictures as No. 2 
Chemulpo ; No. 16, Sherwood Forest ; No. 
26, Thames Barges ; No. 33, Midsummer, 
Night, in bluck and white; No. 37, a 
Comer in Hongkew : No. 38, a Study in 
Greys and Golds ; and No.,42, Mornin; 
Haze, may be specially commended ; and 
there are one or two smaller ones, such as 
No. 2, Entrance to Shrine, Hakone, which 
are very pretty. Altogether the eollection is. 
not only a feat in painting, but it comprises 
a large number of canyasses which the 
fortunate winners will have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves on being able to hang 
on their walls.

THE QUEEN'S STATUE IN 
HONGKONG. 





A meeting of the surviving members of 
the Committee originally appointed to make 
arrangements for the celebration of Her 
Majesty's Jubilee, in 1887, was held in 
the Council Chamber on Saturday last, at 
3 p.m, There were present the Hon. C.P. 
Chater (in the chair), the Honourables 
E. R. Belilios, Ho Kai, and J. J. Bell- 
Inving, Messrs Thomas Jackson, J. J. 
Francis, Q.C., Wei Yuk, and the Honorable 
J.H. Stewart Lockhart, Honorary Secretary. 
It was stated by the Chairman that the 
meeting was called in consequence of a com- 
munication received from the Government 
to the effect that the erection of the statuo of 
Her Majesty would be completed by the 2ath 
of May next and that the object of the meet- 
ing was to determine what, if any, core- 
monial should be adopted at the unvelling. 
‘The Chairman further stated that there 
were no funds in hand and that Messrs, 
Jardine, Matheson & Co. had foregone a 
claim for payment of « sum of about $7,000 
expenses in connection with the statue in 
London, and that the Wharf and Godown 
Company had made no charge for godown 
rent during the time the statue was in their 
custody, After some conversation it was 
resolved that his Excellency the Governor 
should be asked to perform the ceremony of 
unveiling on the day appointed for the cele- 
bration of Her Majesty's birthday ; that it 
should be suggested to his Excellency that 
Monday, the 25th May, and the hour of 
noon would be the most convenient day and 
time for the ceremony ; that it should be 
made as public as l somiret all foreign 
Consuls, all ofticers of the Army and Navy, 
and all subscribers to the Fund being in- 
vited, as well as all the ladies; the c 
operation of his Excellency the Major- 
General should be requested, through the 
ocr aha of b gape enor, — a view to 

aving as grand a military display as pos- 
sible s thatn Coumatteo of thee with the 
Honorary Secretary, be appointed to ar- 
range a programme and carry out all de- 
tails ; that the Hon. C. P. Chater, Mr. Wei 
Yuk, 'Mr. Francis, Q.C., and the Honorary 
Secretary be the Committee.

‘The Chief Justice delivered judgment in 
this case as follows :—This is a cross 
appeal from the decision of H.M. Court, 

‘Okohama, dated the 13th day of Januaty, 
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This report having been communicated 
to the parties it was next contended 
by the counsel for the Macy that notwith- 
standing the defect she ought not to be 
held to blame, because being an American 
ship the provisious of Art. 419 of the 
Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, as to statu- 
tory liability did not apply. ‘The Order in 
Council of 1879 only made the Regulations 
applicable to foreign ships but not the 
other provisions which ensue ona breach 
of the Regulations. He further contended 
that the defect did not in fact contribute 
to the collision because at 500 or 600 yards’ 
distance when the light was seen ‘there 
was ample time for the steamer to 
have kept out of the way and even 
with no light at all she ought to 
have been seen in time. The first point 
appears to be entirely covered by the cases 
which were cited in the judgment of the 
Court below and which were quoted again 
before us in the argument for thé Isis, 
particularly the Magnet (4A. & E. p. 417) 
and the Dike of Bucclengh (15 PD. p. 91). 
In both of them a foreign vessel, as the 
‘Macy is, was held to blame for an insutti- 
ciency of lights, which by. possibility may 
have contributed to the collision, and we 
think the same rule must be applied here. 
But further we are advised by the 
Assessors, and we agree in their opinion, 
that the defect in the Macy's light did 
contribute to the collision. On both 
grounds, therefore, we hold the Macy was 
to blame. 

We therefore confirm the judgment of 
the Court below and direct that each party 
bear his own costs and pay one half of the 
Assessors’ fees and of the costs here of 
testing the light.

Detective Wood said prisoner had been 
locked up once previously.

A Naval Court of Enquiry was held at the 
British Consulate-General for the purpose 
of enyuiring into the loss of the 8.8.

Mr. William Bell, Assistant Paymaster, 
H.M.S. Spartan, acted as Clerk of the 
Court, and read a letter from Messrs. 
Butterfield and Swire applying 
Court of Enquiry. Mr. McNeill (Messrs 
Dowdall and Hanson) appeared for Messrs, 
Jardine Matheson & Co., the owners of the 
Onrev, and Captain Whittle appeared for 
Messrs. Butterfield & Swire, the agents 
of the China Navi 
owners of the Newehreany.

By Capt. Whittle—I should like to ask 
the witness if he ever saw the red light 
of the Ono until immediately before the 
collision ?

The red light 
was not seen until just before the collision. 

Captain Whittle—As regards the dangers 
of navigation at that particular point it has 
been asked if you could have ported your 
helm before the Woosung Greek.

‘The chief engineer came running along, 
and said, ‘The engines are going full speed 
ahead,” speaking generally not to any 
particular one at the time.

I took the tele- 
graph in hand.and found it broken. The 
captain also tried it, but it was broken. 
I then ran along to the engine-room sky- 
light and lifting it up, called down, “Stop 
the engines!” Allen, the third engineer,

immediately below me. I then went 
back to the bridge. ‘The ship heeled 
over to about 45° immediately after the 
other vessel had left us. On reaching the 
bridge all hands got on the rail and held 
on to the spar on to which our awnin, 
were laced.

At the 
time of the ship going down I had on sea 
boats, monkey jacket, overcoat, oilskin, 
with underclothing. “A wire reel-cover 
came floating towards me. I swam to it, 
it kept turning over, and, as there was a 
body inside, I cast ‘it adrift. -I then tried 
to swim for Pheasant Point, but some- 
thing struck me and I was turned towards 
the Woosung side, which I tried to make 
or. 

‘The President—I think that will be 
sufficent. The Court will adjourn until 
two o'clock. 

Upon resuming after the adjournment, 

Witness continued—The captain was in 
charge of the ship, not the pilot. I-saw 
the lights of the Newchang about 3 to 3} 
minutes before the collision, I could not 
say how many revolutions our engines were 
making. I was the officer of the watch. 
T cannot say how were the telegraphs when 
crossing the bar. When I grasped the 
handle and found the telegraph broken it 
was at “Slow.” Crossing the bar I should 
say the speed of the ship was about seven 
icnots. Lewas usual for ua going out to 
leave the Kwashing hulk on the. star. 
board side. We were straightening 
up, under a port helm, to go down river 
when T exvy the lights of the Newchwang. 
Witness with the models, explained the 
position of the ships from the time he 
first saw the lights of the Newchwang to 
the time of the collision. He continued— 
We were hugging Pheasant Point. I first 
saw a white light and red light, two or 
three degrees on the port bow.. The red 
light was immediately after shut in by the 











green light showing. Just about “Gough 
Island was the time I looked at our lights. 

‘The Court—Had you time after the col- 
lision to lower any boat before the ship 
sank? 

Witness—The men had run away 
amongst the passegers, who were surround- 
ing the boats on the ‘starboard side, and, 
moreover, we could not have lowered the 
boats on accdunt of the angle at which the 
ship was lying. ; 

1¢ Court—How long do you estimate it 
was after the collision before the ship sank! 

Witness—About eight to ten minutes. 

The Court—Was there any life-saving 
apparatus about the ship, if so state what. 

Witness—Four boats and six life buoys 
—cireular buoys. 

The Court—How many passengers did 
you usually carry ? 

Witness—That I could not say, it is so 
varying. 

‘he Court—On this occasion how many 7 

Witness—Over two hundred. 





The Court—Did you advise the captain 
from your position forward to put the hela 
either way. 

Witness—No. 


The Court—You stated that after the 
collision you gave a long blast with the 
whistle, how far do you suppose it could be 
heard. 

Lt aoe should think by every steamer 


round. 

The Court—What sort of a night was it ? 

Witness—A dark night with very slight 
Arizzling rain. 

‘The Court—Was it thick and rainy at 
the time of the collision ? 

Witness—No; it had been raining before, 
but at the actual time of the collision there 
was just a slight drizzle, 

‘The Court—After the collision did the 
captain know the damage that was done 
and endeavour to beach his vessel ? 

Witness—He did not know the extent 
of the damage; he saw the crash. Tho 
vessel's forefoot was already on the ground. 

‘The Court—Did the vessel float before 
you left her? 

Witness—Her forefoot was on the ground, 
and she then slipped off into deep water. 

Captain Whittle—Where was Mr. Cooper 
when the Onwo passed the light boat ? 

Witness—Standing on the forecastle deck 
in front of the mast and abaft the wire reel 
which we had there, on the starboard side, 
if anything. A Chinese pilot was on the 
bridge with the captain at that time ; thero 
was ‘no foreigner. Not until clear of the 
bar marks did I observe the approach of 
the Netichwang from my position and then 
I watched them. The bar marks I refer 
to are the Feima Channel marks. We 

assed, I should think, sixty feet from the 
ight boat. I did not’ observe what water 
was shown by the signals. There was a 
very strong flood running up. 

Captain Whittle—What would you call 
a strong flood at that time ? 

Witness—About, 2} knots. Just in by 
the telegraph station there is some slack 
water. 

Captain Whittle—Were you at any timo 
closer to the Woosung side than to the 
Pheasant Point side ? 

‘Witness—Not by any means. 

Captain Whittle—How did you know 
the helm was being ported seeing you were 
on the fore deck, not on the bridge ? 

Witness—The ship's head swinging to 
starboard, and the order I afterwards heard 
of “Port” and “Hard a port.” At the 
time of the last order the Nerwchwang 
would be about 200 yards away. I saw 
the Kwashing when I was in the water. 

Captain Whittle—Do you kmow if the 
engines of the Onzwo were slowed at all 
before the collision ? 

‘Witness—I could not say, being on 
the fore deck: From the time I saw the 
Newehwang’s lights up to the time of 
the collision was about 3} minutes. ‘The 
Ontwo was on a port helm all that time. 





Captain Whittle—You never saw the 
green light of the Newchiang ?

By Mr. McNeill—The reason I did not
